‘The re- 
markable progress of all kinds of 
public service in the United States 
during the past decade,” General Ban- 
croft declares, ‘*must, in fairness be 
credited largely to an honest desire on 
the part of corporation managers to 
perform well their duty towards the 
community, and on the part of the 
community to be reasonable and just 
in its requirements.”

FRANKLIN'S KITE, 


The Philosopher's Famous Experiment 
as Descrived by Himsolf, 

The famous kife experiment is de 
seribed by Praukin in a letter dated 
Oct, WW, WH Make a small eross of 
light sticks of ce the 
reach to four corners of a 
large, thin silk Handkerchief when ex 
fended. Tie the corners of the hand 
kerchief to the extremities of the eross, 
so you have the body of a kite, which, 
being properly accommodated with a 
tail, loop and string, will rise in the 
ftir like those made of paper, but be 
ing made of silk is better fitted to bear 
the wet and wind of a thunder gust 
without tearing. ‘To the top of the up 
tight stick of the cross is to be fixed a 
very sharp pointed wire rising a foot 
pr more above the wood, To the end 
of the twine next the hand Is to be 
tied a silk ribbon, and where the silk 
and twine join a key may be fastened 
This kite ts to be raised when a thun 
der gust appears to be coming on, and 
the person who holds the string must 
stand within a door or window or un 
der some cover, so that the silk ribbon 
may not be wet, and care must be tak 
en that the twine does not touch the 
frame of the door or window. As soon 
as the thunderclouds come over the 
kite the pointed wire will draw the 
electric fire from them, and the kite, 
with all the twine, will be electrified 
and stand out every way and be at 
tracted by an approaching finger, And 
when the rain has wet the kite and 
twine you will find the electric fire 
stream out plentifully from the key on 
the passe of your knuckle.” 


OLD TIME THEATERS. 


Way House and Stage 
Lighted In Garrick’s Time. 
It must have often struck people 
when reading of the performances in 
the eighteenth century how it was that 
the lightning was contrived, The pow- 
er of oil lamps was limited enough. 
Theaters like Drury Lane and Covent 
Garden were of cnormous size, There 
were no footlights, at least until about 
the middle of the eighteenth century, 
and they were the humble “floats,” dim 
enough. Yet there was ample light to 
observe and play of fea- 
tures, so necessary in interpreting the 
fine old comedies of character, Now- 
ndays the stage is one blaze. It Is lit- 
erally bathed and suffused tn light. 
There are no shadows, and yet it might 
be sald the amount of necessary light 
is no more than there used to be and 
Is not nearly as satisfactory. How was 
then? 
In the theaters of Garrick and earlier 
days the stage was really lit by four 
great chandeliers, which hung directly 
over the heads of the actors from the 
arch of the proscenium and just out- 
side the curtain. When the play was 
over, these were lowered slowly, a sig- 
nal for the audience to depart. These 
chandeliers furnished a goodly amount 
of light on a clreular zone Immediately 
below them, The actors’ faces and fig 
ures were lit in the natural way, as the

“Yes, and how Iinfernally mad he 
gets when some other fellow recalls it 


to bis wind afterward.” 
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This lesson follows closely the last 
one we had in three weeks 
ago and takes up the story Just where 
that lesson left It. We see Jacol leay 
ing home to go away into the land 
from whieh kis mother came full forty 
years before (xxvi, S4) that he might 
take a wife from nimong the daughters 
of Laban, his mother's brother, It is 
written in Hos, xii, 12, concerning this, 
“Jacob fled into the country of Syria, 
and Israel served for a wife, and for a} 
wife he kept sheep.’ In the story of | 
Isane and Rebekah, Jacob and Rachel, 
Joseph and Asenath, Moses and Zip 
porah, Boas and Ruth and others there 
is much that is typical or at least sug 
festive of Christ and Israel or Chris 
and the chnreh, remembering always 
that Israel and the chureh are never 
the sume, 

The special blessing given to Abra 
ham, Isane and Jacob centers in the 
land and the people (verse 4), and the 
certainty of the fulfillment of the 
promises is the topie of all propheey. 

The name God Almighty—Iol Shad- 
dai—the all sufficient One or the mighty 
God who is enough for all, by which 
He revealed Himself to Abraham and 
afterward to Jacob (xvil, 1; xxxv, 11), 
seems to have taken hold of their 
hearts, for Isaac uses it in verse 8 of 
our lesson, and Jacob uses it in his 
blessing upon Joseph (xlix, 25). It is 
assoclated with blessing and fruitful- 
hess and separation unto God Ilimself 
and is set forth in John xv as abiding 
in the vine that there may be much 
fruit to God's glory. Not merely life, 
but life abundantly, is His desire for 
us, and all hindrance {s on our side 
(John x, 10; Ps, Ixxxi, 18-16). 

We turn to Jacob on his lonely jour- 
ney from Beersheba, almost the ex- 
treme south, and we may tmagine 
that as he journeyed the enormity of 
his sin took hold of him and the good 
ness of God wrought true repentance 
in his heart, so that on this night of 
which our lesson tells us he was prob 
ably a true penitent {in God's sight.

of Abram’s second altar in the land 
where he worshiped God. Compare 
xii, 8, and verse 10 of our lesson. 


With the earth for his bed, stones for 
his pillows and the sky for his canopy, 
he lay down to sleep, not knowing the 
special interest that the God of his 
fathers was taking In him because of} 
His promises to them. He slept and, 
he dreamed, and how beautiful his 
dream—a ladder from earth to heaven, 
with the Lord above it and angels 
ascending and descending upon it 
(verses 12, 13), an assurance of the 
Lord's watchful care, of connection 
between heaven and earth and a 
prophecy of coming events yet to be 
fultilled. I would not be surprised if 
some day we shall be told by Na- 
thanael that he was meditating upon 


this very vision when Jesus saw him 
under the fig tree, for Jesus Himself 
evidently refers to It in connection 
with the glory of the kingdom (John 
1, 50, 51). | 

Some helpful lessons are suggested 
by the ladder as to the way from earth 
to heaven. There is no way but the 
one God has provided, even He who} 
sald, “I am the way.” Ife came down 
to earth, took upon Him our nature, 
died in our stead, yose from the dead 
and returned to the l’ather, where He 
now fs for us. The ancels ministered 
to Him while Ife was here, and we 
are assured that they minister to us

So the unity of Seripture grows upon 
us, and everywhere we see God, 

At the final parting of Laban and 
Jacob we have the heap of witness, 
most familiarly known as Mizpah, by 
which each called God to witness that 
neither weuld ever pass that heap of 
stones to do the other harm (ehapter 
XXXI, 45-55), which is not quite the 
thought now associated with the word 
“Mizpah.”’ 

Ifow near heaven seems to be as we 
read the angel storles of the Bible! 
And this story of the angels of God 
meeting Jacob and the two hosts, the 
heavenly and the earthly, makes me 
believe that I never speak to a con- 
gregation upon whose faces IT look but 
that there Is also present a company 
of Intensely Interested angels whom 
T cannot see (I Pet, 1-12; Eph. iii, 10). 

The weakness of Jacob  notwith- 
standing all God's care of him is seen 
In his fear and distress when he heard 
that Esau was coming to meet him 
(verse 7), but in him do we not see 
ourselves and our own unbellef? 

Tis prayer In verses 9-12 sounds all 
right. Ie takes the place of humility 
and unworthiness, acknowledges God's 
faithfulness and pleads His promises 
Having committed the whole matter to 
God, he then did what wise 
to him in the matter of proving his 
faith by his works, somewhat like Ne- 
hemiah, who said, “We made our 
prayer unto our God and set a wateh 
feainst them day and night’ (Neh. iv, 
9) Inzra would not naeccept a visible 
escort when he went up to Jerusalem, 
but Nehemiah did, yet both relied up- 
on the Lord. We must each 
count of himself to God and be ecare- 
ful not to Judge others unless it Is 
clearly a case of wrongdoing, as when 
Rebekah by deceit and lying sought 
to accomplish, what God had said that} 
Ife would do. I do not say that there 
was not 2 large plece of Jacob In all 
this plan to appease his brother, and I 
do believe that we must come to the 
end of ourselves If we would see God 
working as He desires to. All our wis- 
dom must be swallowed up (Ps. evii, 
27, margin), and the rest of our lesson 
makes that plain. It might be en 
titled “God's way of blessing” or “God 
breaking Jacob down" or “helplessness 
clinging to all power.”

It Is Difficult For a Fire to Burn th 
the Sunlight. 
"Did you ever know that fires don't 


ourn as well in sunlight as they do in 
the shade or at night?’ nmiy 
friend, the man much given to hunting 
and fishing, “Or they don't 
seem to because of the greater light 
from the sun, but T mean as nn actual 
fact they don’t. I noticed this thing 
when on a bunting trip up in Maine 
first, and how it happened to attract 
my attention was that the fire went 
out, totally out, before the sticks were 
entirely consumed, The wood was dry 
and resinous, and there was no reason 
why every particle of it shouldn't have 
burned, The guide told me he had no 
ticed the same sort of thing innumer- 
able times when fires were burning in 
the sunlight, and this started me on an 
investigation which proved in actual 
practice that open fires not only don't 
burn so well when the sun’s rays are 
Shining on them and fail to throw out 
Aas much heat by thermometrie tests, 
but offen are actually extinguished by 
the sun if the rays are bright and 
&trong enough. Coal fires are affected 
just the same as wood, Strange to say, 
several scientists to whom LT have ap- 
penled asserted that) the rays 
could bave no effect whatever on a 
fire, They do, however, T know this 
beyond all shadow of doubt, and I 
wonder what the reason is, Other sel- 
entists say it's because the heat of the 
sun adds to the consumption of oxygen 
of the atmosphere whieh is necessary 
to a blaze and also produces carbon, 
Which helps to extinguish the fire”—

The Way They Terrorized the Citizens 
In the Old Days. 

Some cnrious particulars of the dan- 
gers of London streets in the old days 
fre given in an article on “The Scow 
rers and the Mobocks” in the British 
Monthly Review, The favorite prac 
tive of the Scowrers was to invade 
some tavern in the evening, drive out 
the customers, ill treat the proprietor 
and his attendants, wreck the prem- 
fses and, above all, “roar.” Steele 
tells of the Mohocks, one of whose pas- 
times was to “inclose women in casks 
and roll them down the street.” In 
1712 a reyal proclamation was Issued 
offering a reward of £100 for the ap- 
prehension of any Mohock, Soon after 


the accession of George IV. to the 
throne in 1820 there was a recrudes- 
cence, thouch in a milder form, of 
Mohovk rowdyisim, and attacks on the 
watch—“boxing the Charlies,” as the 
phrase went—once more became fash- 
fjonable among the wilder spirits of 
London, These revelries, however, 
were rudely disturbed by the estab- 


lishment in 1820 by Sir Robert Peel of 
an efficient body of police. 

Yet again in early Victorian days 
there was another Mohock outburst un- 
der the auspices of the Marquis of Wa- 
terford, and once more knockers and 
bell handles were wrenched off, public 
monuments injured, lights extinguish- 
ed and crockery smashed, This form 
of humor, however, was quite wasted 
upon the local authorities, the marquis 
being promptly knocked down by a 
watchman and taken up half dead. 
The same authority tells us that in the 
following year he and some other men 
of fashion were convicted at Derby as- 
sizes of trying to overturn a caravan, 
screwing up a toll barkeeper and paint- 
ing houses and people red, For these 
recreations they were fined £100 apiece,

In chapter xxxiii we see Jacob's fears 
all dispelled by the good hand of God 
upon him in his meeting with Nsau, his 
brother. We have also the record of 
the purchase of the field Jo 
seph’s hody was afterward buried and 
where Jesus talked with the woman 
of Samaria (Josh, xxiv, 82; John ty, 7, 
and for the first time the name El 
elohe-Israel, God the God of Israel) 

The next chapter is a record of the 
devil's work, for he Is ever going about 
seeking Whom he may devour, Ps. 
xviii, 80, is a good verse for every day, 
“As for God, His way is perfect.”

One of the proudest monuments to 
the memory of that benevolent despot

brary of Russia, established by him in 
1714 Present ranking places it third 
among the world’s yzreat libraries, pre 
ceded only by the National library at 
Paris and that of the British museum 
at London It contains a million and a 
half volumes and 26,000 tnanuseripts 
The most important aecession it ever 
received was probably at the time of

perlal library Among them was the 
famous collection of Count Zaluski, 
consisting of 260,000 yolumes and 10 
OOO manuseripts, whieh had been in 
atalled at the Jesuit college In Warsaw 
The most tiportant manuseript in the 
library is the “Codex Sinniticus’ of the 
Greek Bible, brought to Russia by Pro 
fessor Tischendorft in 1859 from = the

In compliance with the proclamation 
ot His Excellency, Governor Curtis 
Guild, Junior, tomorrow, April 27, 
1907, should be observed by the people 
of Massachusetts as Arbor Day. Some 
have suggested that the name ought to 
be changed to Tree Day, while others, 
although confessing that ‘ta rose by 
any other name would amell as sweet,” 
object to the proposed change. 

However, it makes but little difference 
what the day fs called, for it jcomes 
nearer to being a total failure, com- 
pared with its avowed objects, than any 
other public day io the catalogue. 
Probably more than half of the people 
forget all about it, and the other halt 
don’t think it worth while to go to the 
trouble of planting trees and vines, or 
bushes, on their grounds. 

So, there you have it. 


( A feeling prevails in politica 
circles that Hon. John P. Feeney,

LEARNING TO SHOOT. 


A Simple Rifle Target and the Way to 
Practice. 

The first moving target that I would 
recommend is one that ts slinplicity it 
self and yet, with the assistance of a 
gentle sloping hill and a friend to take | 
turns with you, will be of great value 
and benefit. One of the most success- 
ful deer hunters I know trained this | 
way, and you will readily see the good 
points of this practice on trial of It. 
Secure half a dozen barrel heads for 
your partner. Have him take a posi- 
tion at the top of the hill and roll these 
heads down the slope diagonally. At 
first it will be best to select a fairly | 
smooth slope and have the targets roll- 
ed down at a medium rate. At fifty 
to seventy-five yards take your posi- | 
tion, according to your gun and am- 
munition. If it is a 22, a somewhat 
smaller target might be used at a little 
shorter distance. At your signal one 
of these targets Is started on its jour- 
neys, As it starts bring the gun to 
the shoulder, taking alm and swinging 
with the moving object, Always alm | 
to hit the center of the object. You 
will find that the eye naturally seeks 
the center, just as it is nature for one 
to see the front sight through the cen- 
ter of the peep. Do not attempt to 
hold your gun at a point the target 
will pass and try to pull the trigger 
while it passes, but pull when the aim 
has been secured, just as when firing 
ata stationary object,—Outer's Book.

GOOD ADVICE. 


When the matter of liquor licenses 
came up io the Everett Board of Alder- 
men the other day, Ald. Wetherbee 
putin a few remarks which we com: 
mend to the consideration of the tem- 
perance people of Woburn. He said: 

“Every year the good temperance 
people of the city, just prior to election 
time, get together, send out appeals to 
the voters to vote no license; they labor 
hard for a few days and then they drop 
off into @ sound slumber for the re- 
mainder of the year. Instead of taking 
this long continued slumber, they 
should watch out every minute of the 
year.” 


(a Last Saturday evening, after a 
fair and impartial investigation, Mayor 
Blodgett extended the suspension from 
duty of Patrolman Bernard A. Murphy 
80 days, the leniency exercised by him 
being due to that officer’s excellent 
record during the many years he had 
served on the force prior to this case. 
Everybody spoke in the highest terms 
of Patrolman Murphy; he had been a 
model officer; his record was clean; 
his triends numerous. But complaints 
reached the ears of Mayor Blodgett 
which could not be ignored. Duty to 
the public compelled him to take 
notice of them and act. At the hear- 
Ing the evidence showed that officer 
Murphy had been slack in the discharge 
of his duties, in this, that minors were 
in the habit of buying and drinking 
liquors at a certain saloon on his beat, 
contrary to law, and that he had failed 
to take the proper steps to break up the 
practice. The case against Murphy 
was entirely free from doubt, and what 
less could the Mayor, in view of his 
official obligations to the public, do 
than to suspend him from duty? 
Patrolman Murphy goes back to his 
beat at the expiration of the 30 days

The bankers informed 
me that in three months, under closed 
saloons, deposits had increased $500,000. 
The merchants said their business had 
increased, that collections were better, 
and that women were trading with 
them, presenting their husband’s pay- 
checks, stating that they had never seen 


& pay-check until the saloons were 
closed. 

“Ex-Mayor W. A. Cox, proprietor of 
the largest store in the sixth ward, 


which was the storm centre of the fight, 
stated to me recently, that, to his per- 
sonal knowledge, a score of families 
now live in comfort that lived in squalid 
poverty before the closing movement. 
[he same statement has been made to 


me by more than fifty merchants of 
that city. 
Here is a very strong logic of facts. 


That logic is, that strict 
and true prosperity are 
together. The revenue which is derived 
from liquor-selling, even though it be 
put to good uses in behalf of a com- 
munity, is really a curse to it. It isa 
curse, because it issues from a business 
which directly leads to waste of money, 
debauchery of morals, and yarious 
crimes.

of paritiament in 1700, the last actual 
execution of this kind having, how 
ever, taken place six years earlier, The 


whipping of women for various of 
fenses continued even later, Publie 
Whipping was not abandoned until 


1817, and cases of private whipping oe- 
curred as late as 1820,

that the savage human instinet of 
cruelty had something to do with the 
barbarous punishments above men 
tioned, As the old) Roman public 
longed for the carnage of the cirens, 


the Spanish populace crowded to 
the auto-da-fe in the flourishing days 
of the fnquisition, so the lower (per 
haps not only the lower) strata of Eng 
lish nationality took delight in witness- 
ing tortures which in all probability 
were devised and kept up partly for 
their entertainment, Judge Jeffreys in 
sentencing a woman to be whipped is 
reported to have sald

her till her blood runs down, It Is 
Christmas time, a cold thne for madam 
to strip.

Text of the Lesson, Gen. xli, 38-49. 
Memory Verses, 38-40-—Golden Text, 
Jas.

One of the greatest lessons for the 
redeemed of the Lord to learn is that 
God has a set tlhe for everything and 
floes everything at the appointed time, 
That which seems to us like delay or 
even denial Is elmply His waiting time 
for us while He fs surely working out 
THis purpose, THe always waits to be 
gracious and mereiful beyond our ask 
ing nnd ts too wise and kind to be ef 
ther too soon or too late In Tlis deal- 
{nes with His own, Blessed are all 
they that wait for TIim (Isa, xxx, 18), 
Tlappy are all who leave all their af 
fairs with Tim, with the utmost confl- 
dence in Tim, and say giidiy, “My 
times are in Thy hand” (Ps, xxxi, 15) 

The full tine had now come for Jo- 
sepl's deliverance, and It delights the 
trustful child to wateh his Pather at 
work, That the butler may remember 
his faults and think upon his prison 
friend of two years before, Pharaoh ts 
given two dreams In one night, whieh 
trouble him, but which none of the 
Wise men of Egypt can Interpret (verse 
8). It was just so with the king of 
Rabylon and his wise men long after- 
ward (Dan, if and fy), for all the wis- 
dom of this world cannot Interpret the 
things of God. The natural man re- 
ceiveth them not. 

In Pharaoh's trouble because of his 
uninterpreted dreams the chief butler 
recalls his prison experience and tells 
the king how he and the chief baker, 
having dreams which troubled them 
while in prison, had them interpreted 
by a fellow prisoner, a young Hebrew, 
and each Interpretation was literally 
fulfilled. On hearing this Pharaoh 
brought Joseph hastily out of the dun- 
geon (the margin says “made him 
run”), Joseph, being summoned to 
meet the king, shaved himself, changed 
his raiment and was soon In the pres- 
ence of the king. On hearing why the 
king sent for him he replied: “It is not 
In me. God shall give Pharaoh an an- 
swer of peace” (yerses 14, 16). Having 
heard the dreams, he read{ly {nterprets 
them, prefacing his Interpretation by 
the remark, “What God ts about to do 
Me sheweth unto Pharaoh,” and add- 
{ng that the doubling of the dream In- 
dicated that the thing was established 
by God, and He would shortly bring it 
to pass (verses 28, 82). Then he sug- 
gests that Pharaoh appoint a proper 
person to lay up corn during the years 
of plenty . 

The time of Joseph’s deliverance has 
come. From this on it Is rise and 
progress, and the dreams of his youth 
have a literal fulfillment. If from be- 
ing the overseer of Potiphar’s house to 
f dungeon was a great fall and a seem- 
{ng calamity, what shall we say of this 
change from the dungeon to the throne 
or next toit? Iror Pharaoh's word was 
“Only in the throne will I be greater 
than thou" (verse 40), When God's 
appointed time comes, how suddenly 
He works! The same day that Lot 
went out of Sodom the cities of the 
plain ceased to exist on earth (Luke 
xvii, 20). 

It is fascinating to read of Joseph's 
promotion and Pharaoh's words to 
him: ‘See, I have set thee over all the 
land of Egypt. According unto thy 
word shall all my people be ruled, 
Without thee shall no man lft up his 
hand or foot in all the land of Egypt.” 
Then see the royal raiment, the ring, 
the gold chain, the chariot and all the 
people bowing before him and saying, 
“Tender father.’ Then note his mar- 
riage to Asenath, daughter of the 
prince of On (verses 8845) 

Let me remind every true believer in 
Christ, however poor afflicted or 
discouraged, that If Jesus should come 
(an event always possthle) we would in 
€@ moment change our mortal for tm- 
mortal bodies, our present weakness 
for eternal youth and perfect health, 
and instead of our present clrenum- 
stances relgn with Christ on Tis 
throne (TI Cor, xv, 51; Phil. fit, 20, 21; 
I Thess. iv, 16-18: Rev. if, 21) 

Think also of the new name and all 
{ts significance! (Verse 45; Rev. il, 17) 
Joseph, by the blessing and guidance 
of God, wrought wisely and diligently 
during all the seven plenteous years 
and laid up an abundance for the ecom- 
{ng years. Our blessed Lord at the 
same age, thirty (verse 46; Luke fil, 
23), entered upon His publle ministry 
and the speelal phase of preparing 
bread and ife for the perishing mil- 
Hons of earth, Think of those In the 
famine days in Egypt and other lands 
who knew that corn could be had from 
Joseph and never telling it! It fs un- 
thinkuble. But what about those who 
know that life {is in Christ and not any 
where else (Acts fy, 12; I John vy, 12) 
and are not stirred to make it known? 
In Joseph's day the corn had to be 
bought by giving money and lunds in 
exchange for It, but our story Is that 
eternal life is the free gift of God 
without money or good works (Rom, 
Mf, 24; ph. ff, 8), 

The which Joseph gave his 
two children who were born in Egypt 
because God made him forget his toll 
and made him fruitful in the land of 
his afflletion (verses $1, 52) are sug 
gestive of Job xl, 10; John xy, & 
Pharaoh's word to every one, “Go unto 
Joseph; what he salth unto you, do” 
(verse 65), makes us think of Mary's 
word to the servants at the marrigque 
feast (John ff, 5), “Whatsoever He 
salth unto you, do {t." May IT Sarr,.

OUR GLOBE’S CAPACITY. 


The Time When the. Earth Will Be 
Fully Peopled. 

Professor Ravenstein of the Royal 
Geographical society estimates that 
the fe: lle lands of the globe amount 
to 28,000,000 square miles, the steppes 
to 14,000,000 and the deserts to 1,000,- 
000. 

Fixing 207 persons to the square mile 
for fertile lands, ten for steppes and 
one for deserts as the greatest popula- 
tion that the earth could properly 
nourish, the professor arrives at the 
conclusion that when the number of 
inhabitants reaches about 6,000,000,000 
the earth will be peopled to its full 
capacity. At present it contalns some- 
What more than one-quarter of that 
number, 

If the rate of increase shown by the 
latest census statistics should be unl- 
formly maintained, Professor Raven- 
stein shows that the globe would be 
fully peopled about the year 2072.

The milk is then carefully dried by 
turning the mold round and round in 
a white vapor obtained by heating cer 
tain olly palm nuts, the yapor being 
confined within certain limits by the 
narrowness of the neck of the pot in 
Which the nuts are heated, Bach layer 
of rubber is allowed to become firm 
before adding another. A_ practiced 
hand can make five or six pounds an 
hour.—New York American, 


WEARING TROUSERS. 


At One Time the Custom Was Regard- 
ed as Irreligious. 

It will assuredly seem more than 
strange that at one time, and not so 
long ago, the wearing of trousers was 
regarded as Irreligious, 

The fact that in October, 1812, an 
order was made by St. John’s and 
Trinity colleges that every young man 
who appeared in hall or chapel in pan- 
taloons or trousers should be consid- 
ered as absent is startling enough, but 
It would appear that elght years later 
the founders of a Bethel chapel at 
Sheffield {nserted a clause In the trust 
deed ordaining that “under po clreum- 
stances whatever shall any preacher 
be allowed to oceupy the pulpit who 
wears trousers.” 

This is striking, but it Is even more 
impressive to find that the Rev, Hugh 
Journe, one of the two founders of the 
Primitive Methodist Connexion, said of 
his cofounder, “That trousers wearing, 
beer drinking Clowes will never get to 
heaven.”

ARGAND LAMPS. 


A Swiss Doctor's Invention and What 
It Accomplished. 

What did Argand do for the lamp? 
Examine an ordinary lamp in whieh 
coal oil is burned, The chimney pro- 
tects the flame from sudden gusts of 
Wind and also creates a draft of air, 
just as the fire chimney creates a draft, 
Argand’s lamp was the first to have a 
chimney, Look below the chimney and 
you will open passages through 
which alr may pass upward and find 
{ts way to the wick. Notice further 
that as this draft of air passes upward 
it is so directed that when the lamp is 
burning an extra quantity of air plays 
directly upon the wick. Before Argand 
the wick received no supply of air. 
Now notice—and this is very Important 
—that the wick of our modern lamp ts 
fiat or circular, but thin. The air in 
abundance plays upon both sides of the 
thin wick and burns it without making 
smoke, Smoke is simply half burned 
particles (soot) of a burning substance, 
The particles pass off half burned be- 
cause enough air has not been sup- 
plied. Now <Argand, by making the 
wick thin and by causing plenty of air 
to rush into the flame, thereby caused 
it to burn with a white flame. 

After the invention of Argand the 
art of lamp making improved by leaps 
and by bounds. More progress was 
made in twenty years after 1788 than 
had been made in twenty centuries be- 
fore. New burners were invented, new 
and better were used and better 
wicks made, but all the new kinds of

THE LIFE PLANT. 
Its Curious Leaves and How They Die 
and Bloom Again. 

Visitors to Bermuda often bring back 
to this country as a souvenir of their 
trip the leaves of an interesting plant 
of the house leek family. It is known 
as the life plant, and when the leaves 
begin to shrivel and fade they send 
out little shoots which in turn bear 
leaves that continue to grow and re- 
main fresh and green for months. The 
leaves are about four inches long, rich 
green in color and of a smooth waxen 
texture. If you take one of the leaves 
and pin it to the wall indoors, it will 
begin to sprout within three or four 
days, be it winter or summer. At first 
the top portion of the leaf will begin 
to wither and shrivel up, and this Is 
likely to continue until the upper half 
has lost its green color. Then tiny 
white roots will sprout from the edges, 
and in time diminutive green leaves 
will appear on these. These little off- 
shoots will sometimes grow to be an 
inch long and contain several pairs of 
leaves, The limit of their existence 
seems to depend upon the amount of 
heat and light they can obtain,.—St 
Louis Globe-Democrat,

Properties of Gold, 

Pure gold is unaffected by the at- 
mosphere either at ordinary tempera- 
tures or when the metal is heated, It 
is also proof against the action of com- 
mon acids when .used singly. More- 
over, it confers its properties more or 
less upon copper and silver when these 
metals are alloyed with it. Thus, for 
example, twelve carat gold will with- 
stand the action of nitric acid and the 
atmosphere at ordinary temperature, 
but some of the copper will be oxi- 
dized during annealing. Nine parts of 
gold may be alloyed with ten parts of 
platinum in any ordinary crucible and 
fire, but such an alloy will not be unl- 
form; a larger proportion of platinum 
will free itself from the gold on solidi- 
fication, and a homogeneous alloy of 
the two metals cannot be obtained.— 
Jewelers’ Circular-Weekly.

“Joseph's Forgiveness of His Brethren,” 
whieh will have an analogy tn Jesus’ 
forgiveness of Israel when they shall 


tople 


receive Him at Lis coming in glory 
and, turning to Him with the whole 
heart, shaii say, “Lo, this our God; we 
have waited for Him, and Ie will 
gave us” (isn, xxv, ) Phe gospel 
which does not proclaim forgiveness of 


sins as the first thing freely given is 
bot the gospel of God, but “another 
gospel” of man’s device (Gal, i, 6-12; 
Acts xiii, 88, 80; Luke xxiv, 46-48), 

If Jesus has been truly revealed to 


us, then we have heard Him = say, 
“Come near,’ and life and conscious 
forgiveness are ours In Him (xlvy, 4, 


10, 11, with whieh compare Bph, il, 
13; 1, 6, 7). To question the reality 
and sincerity of this forgiveness, 1s 


Joseph's brethren did (1, 17), is only to 
display the contemptible meanness of 
our sinful nature and to accuse the 
Lord of forgiving as we do. No won 
der Joseph wept when after all his 
kindness to his brethren he found them 
so misjudging him, Our similar treat 
ment of our blessed Lord is enough to 
make Him weep too, 

What an abundant revelation of the 
heart of Christ is to be found in Ilis 
three weepings—at the grave of Laz- 
arus, over Jerusalem and in Geth- 
semane! We would do well to consid- 
er in this lesson study the seven weep- 
ings of Joseph (xlil, 24; xllil, 30; xlv, 
2. 14, 15; xivi, 29; 1, 1, 17), five times 
over his brethren and Benjamin and 
twice over his father. 

Last week's lesson left Joseph ruler 
over all the land of Egypt at the be- 
ginning of the®seven years of dearth 
and in full and absolute control of all 
the corn to be had. If life was to be 
prolonged, it could only be by applica- 
tion to Joseph, and the corn had to be 
paid for. In our case there Is no life 
but in Christ, yet It cannot be bought, 
but must be accepted, as Joseph's breth 
ren obtained theirs, freely (I John y, 
12; Rom. vi, 23). The testing of Jo- 
seph’s brethren in chapter xlii and the 
remembrance of their guilt suggest 
the true penitence of the nation in days 
to come (Zech, xii, 10), when they shall 
look upon Him whom they pierced. 

In chapter xlili Judah consenting to 
become surety fer Benjamin and his 
plea in chapter xlivy, 18-34, are among 
the most eloquent parts of the whole 
story, and particularly so as we re- 
member that our Lord came from Ju- 
dah and js spoken of as the surety for 
Israel in Jer, xxx, 21, revised version, 
margin, The words “peace,” “wel 
fare,” “well,” “good health,” of xlili, 
23, 27, 28, are all the same word and 
remind us of Mordecai in Est. x, 3, 
but especially of Him who is our peace, 
our health, our salvation, 

In xlv, 1, Joseph made himself known 
to his brethren. Jesus must make Him- 
self known to us, and this He longs to 
do by His spirit through His word. We 
should beware of reading the Scerip- 
tures without seeing Jesus, for other- 
wise it may be time lost, It is beau- 
tiful to see Joseph recognizing the hand 
of God in all the events of the past 
(xlv, 5, 7, 8, 9; 1, 20) and sending the 
messages of love and good cheer to his 
father from the long lost son. 

Two of Joseph's words to his breth- 
ren as he sent them to bring his father 
should vatehwords with be 
lievers—“Regard not your stuff, for the 
good of all the land of Egypt is yours,” 
and “See that ye fall not out by the 
way" (verses 20 and 24), God would 
have us strangers here, regarding 
not this world’s goods except in so far 
as we can use them for Him, but, rich 
toward God In Christ Jesus, have our

affections set upon things above and 
avoid all strife as we journey on. 
In proportion as things unseen be 


come real all things seen and temporal 
become unreal. Jacob in his old age 
is careful to walk with God, and as be 
is about to pass out of the land of 
promise to go down to Egypt he seems 
to huve some misgivings und to desire 
i message from God, He is therefore 
granted a comforting and assuring mes- 
sage from his faithful God (xlvi, 1-4) 
and goes on his way to greet his 
long lost son. He could not believe 
that Joseph was still alive till he saw 
the wagons which Joseph had sent for 
him. It is well when there ts visible 
evidence {n our lives that Jesus lives 
nnd has sent us to bring people to Him 
(Eph, tl, 10; Tit, iil, &)

Do not fall to note the meeting of 
Jacob and Pharaoh and Jacob's testi 
mony (xlvii, 9); also Jacob's blessing 
upon the two sons of Joseph (xlyill, 


18-20) and the wondrous fullness of the 
blessings upon Joseph himself (xlix, 
22-26).

NEW SCHOOLHOUSE DEDI- 
CATED. 

Last Wednesday, May 15, 1907, the 
beautiful new High School building, 
erected on the Dow Farm on Mont 
vale avenue at a cost of nearly $150,- 
OOO, was officially transferred to the 
School Board, and subsequeutly dedei- 
cated in due and proper form. It is a 
credit and orvament to the city, and 
supplies, in the most abundant manner, 
a loog felt want for the additional room 
demanded by the size and growth of 
our schools Incidentally, Master 
Owen of the High School is happy, for 
next Monday, May 20, he and his 
classes will be in peaceful oceupaucy of 
the building, doing business, 

The erection of a High School 
building has been under consideration 
for a number of years, during which 
there have been periods when the enter- 
prise seemed of doubtful issue. Many 
sites for the house were suggested, and 
considerable wrangling resulted from 
conflicting interests, Finally the Board 
of Publie Worka and City Council} 
purchased the Dow Farm of 36 acres 


on 


for $18,000, with a view of using « 
part of it for the new building, io 


which arrangement the School authori- | 
ties acquiesced, and the matter began 
to assume definite shape. | 

In due time the question of an 
architect arose. It was the source of 
a good deal of trouble, and not a little 
heartburnving. There was, all along, 
a minority opposition to building the | 
house in the Board of Public Works, | 
and it improved every opportunity to 
block the wheels of progress and retard 
the work, However, ap architect was 
finally employed, and he went to work | 
on the plans. These had to pass 
through a severely critical ordeal, for| 
there ‘*were many menof many minds,” | 
and to evolve harmony of choice from | 
the conflicting ideas was no easy task. | 

Plans were, at last, adopted and the} 
contract awarded, after some hitches 
and halts, to a competent builder, who, | 
at the end of a year’s labor, turoed| 
over to the city as fine and substantial | 
a school building as exists anywhere in! 
the vicinity of Boston, and on last 
Wednesday Mayor Blodgett surrendered 
the keys of it to Hon. George F. Bean, 
Chairman of the Woburn School Com 
mittee, 

Wednesday afternoon was a school 
halfholiday. The schoolhouse was 
thrown open for public inspection, and 
the opportunity to go through and 
admire the handsome edifice, and ex | 
amine the pumerous rooms, the skill} 
Jaid out on them, the conveniences for 
educational work, and all and singular 
the things thereunto belonging, was} 
improved by interested people to the; 
fullest extent. Like privileges were 
granted in the evening and generally 
accepted. Pictures and statuary excited 
special attention, but the mural deco 
rations are pot yet what it is expected 
they soon will be. One of the most 
deeply interested visitors was Mr | 
William A. Stone, who was Principal 
of the High School when its first class 
graduated in 1855, and still retains a 
deep interest in it. He examined the 
oew house carefully and pronounced it 
good. Mr. Stone is nearly 90 years} 
old. He remained and enjoyed the} 
dedicatory exercises in the evening. 

It is proposed to have photographic | 
portraits of Principals Stone and Owen. 
the first and last Masters of the High 
School, taken together, enlarged, and 
placed in a prominent place in one of | 
the rooms, not only in honor of those} 
Woburn educators, but for historical 
effect. 

The dedication exercises in the even-} 
ing, drew a large assembly of people, 
only a part of which could enter the 
hall, which has a seating capacity of | 
about 500. There were some 125} 
complimentary tickets, the lucky 
holders of which, of course, got seats, 
but many were obliged to glean what 
they could from outside the hall, 

The committee having the notable 
affair in charge were successful in 
arranging for the of 
the visitors, and entitled to credit for 
the smoothness of its running. ‘To! 
handle so many people io a satisfactory 
manner was not an easy task,

Dr. John M. Harlow. 


Dr. John M. Harlow died at his resi 
dence, 595 Main street, this city, on 
Monday, the 18th instant, after a linger 
ing iliness due to his advanced age, 
which was eighty-seven years and six 
months, 

As Dr. Harlow has been kind to many 
people and enjoyed during his lifetime 
A very extensive medical practice, there 
are, doubtless, a large number who have 
known him in his various 
a financier, a politician (in 
sense), A medical man, an adviser and 
helper in their personal affairs, who 
would gladly read an account of his life 
from the pen of an intimate friend, 

He waa for many years the oldest 
shysician living in Woburn, and the 
Tnat remaining here of those of his schoo! 
of practice who were living in this city 
in the early eighteen hundred and six- 
ties. He settled in practice in Woburn 
in 1861, where from the first he held a 
prominent position in his 
great variety of local offices and among 
them that of State Senator and a mem- 


the best 


ber of the Governor’s Council, 
When Dr. Harlow came to Woburn he 
already possessed a considerable fortune, 


and this he Jargely, but modestly, in- 
creased during the remainder of his life. 

He was a native of Whitehall, New 
York, the son of Ransom and Annis 


(Martyn) Harlow. Ile was born Novem- 
ber 25, 1819. He was fitted for college at 
educational institutionsin West Poultney, 
Vt., and Ashby, Mass. In early life he 
was a teacher, and part of the time at 
Acton in this State. Ile was also inter: 
ested in singing and while a very young 


man, was loader of a choir in the local 
Baptist chureh in his native town. He 
began his study of medicine in 1840. Tle 


pursued a course in the Philadelphia 
School of Anatomy, and was graduated 
at the Jefferson Medical College of 
Philadelphia in 1844. He began the 
practice of medicine in 1845 at Caven- 
dish, Vermont, where he remained fifteen 
years, when he was obliged to retire on 
account of ill health. After spending 
nearly three years in travel and in study 
in Stillwater, Minnesota, and in’ Phila. 
delphia, he came to Woburn, The lead- 
ing physicians of the town at that time 
were Drs. Benjamin Cutter and Ephraim 


Cutter (father and son), Dr. Stephen 
Watson Drew, Dr. John®Clough (physi 
cian and dentist), and Dr, Thomas 8, 


Scales (homeopathist), By his agreeable 
manners and his skill Dr. Harlow soon 
became a competitor of the others, and 
worked hard and constantly till within 
a few years, when, from his age, he de- 
manded a retirement, He, however, 
retained the care of his financial affairs, 
which occupied the greater part of his 
time until the last. 

It may not be known to the younger 
generation that Dr. Uarlow acquired 
his fame before his coming to Woburn 
by his cure of a remarkable case of 
accident. An account of it was read and 
published by himself, by invitation of

opinions, He could never forgive Count 
Rumford—our eminent Woburn native 
for fighting against the Americans in 
the ranks of the British, more than a 
century ago; and hehad an old fashioned 


sort of integrity which had no patience 
with those who practised crooked 
methods of finance or who used their 
advantages iu public life for their own 


private gain, Ile was endowed naturally

Ile was appointed by 
Governor Andrew of Massachusetts a 
Special Examining Surgeon for Recruits 
in 1862. [le was Couneillor in the Massa 
chusetts Medical Society for many years, 
and President of the Middlesex East 
District Medical Society for several 
terms, He was a Director, Vice-Presi- | 


dent and President of the First National 
Bank of Woburn, and one of the Diree 
tors of the new Woburn National Bank, 
also President and Director of the 
Woburn Gas Light Company, Trustee of 
the Woburn Public Library, and at one 
time Chairman of the Board of Sinking 
Fund Commissioners of Woburn, It 
was due to his influence that the Wo 
burn Public Library was incorporated 
He was elected to the Massachusetts 
Senate in Noy,, 1884, and to the Gover 
nor's Council two terms in 1895 and 1806 

Dr, Hartow’s record as a family physi 


cian has been one of the longest—in all 
sixty two years, and in Woburn alone a 
period of forty-six years. In skill he 
was far more than an ordinary prac 


titioner, and his standing in the estima 
tion of the public furnishes the highest 
tribute to his character, tact, sympathy 


and personal worth, In pumberless 
homes he has shown a kindliness and 
friendship which will not be forgotten 


by the different generations of our eiti 
zeus who have known and respected him 
as aman of high mind, and self-saecrifie 
ing, kind hearted and true, These will 
preserve while they live anecdotes of 
his prowess in combating disease, and 
reminiscences of instances of his wit and

FOUGHT IN A FOG. 


A Duel In Which Neither Principal 
Could See the Other, 

The most laughable duel ever “fought” 
in France was that which took place 
In November, 1878, at Plessis-Piquet 
between Messrs, Gambetta and De 
l’ourtou, 

Some heated words had passed be- 
tween the twe distinguished gentlemen 
in the chamber of deputies, for which, 
according to their ideas of honor, noth- 
ing could atone except a duel. The 
men met therefore on the field at- 
tended by their seconds and the sur- 
geons, 

A look over the field was enough to 
convince any one present that there 
would be no occasion for the doctors’ 
services, A thick November fog hung 
over the scene—so thick, indeed, that 
ove could hardly see his hand before 
his face. ‘The arrangements for the 
duel required that it should be fought 
at thirty-five paces. 

Nor wus the fog the only cireum- 
stance that tended to place the com- 
batants out of sight of each other, On 
the way to the field M. de Fourtou fs 
reported to have sald: 

“M. Gambetta bas but one eye, and 
I am ichted, so the game will 
be about even.” 

It was, of course, rendered still more | 
“even” by the fog. Neither man could 
see the other, and the sole danger was 
to the seconds and the doctors, 

Almost miraculously the two bullets 
that were exchanged missed the per- 
sons In attendance. Hverybody's hon- | 
or was satistied and the whole party | 
went home. Gambetta that the | 
affair was as near to being a skirmish 
in the dark as anything he ever saw.—

THE BLACK SEA. 


Its Waters So Badly Poisoned That 
Life Is Practically Impossible. 
Few probably, other than 
those engaged In the pursuit of sel 
ence, are aware that the Black sea 
presents an interest of its own to the 
zoologist and the geologist shared by 
no other part of the ocean at the pres- 

ent day. 

Throughout the greater part of the 
ocean the bottom Is the dwelling place 
of a number of creatures whose busi 
ness it is to consume the bodies of the 
members of the surface fauna whieh 
after death sink to the bottom. In the 
Black sea, however, says the Iield, ow- 
ing to speelal geologteal events, such 
scavengers are totally wanting over 
the greater part of the bottom, so that 
the carcasses of the creatures which 
fall from above are left to decompose, 
which they speedily do at the com- 
paratively high temperature of the 
water, 

By their decomposition two soluble 
compounds, carbonate of ammonia and 
sulphureted hydrogen, are developed 
{n enormous quantities, while no free 
lime, except such as ts introduced from 
the Mediterranean, Is left. The vol- 
ume of sulphureted hydrogen is so 
sreut as to poison the water from 
the greatest depth (1,227 fathoms) to 
within about a hundred fathoms of the 
surface to such a degree that life, ex- 
cept for a few bacteria, is absolutely 
impossible,

est—first, that it is absolutely unique 
at the present day, and, seeondly, that 
it seems to offer an alujost exact paral-

As the sun there descends nearer 
and nearer to the horizon and Is im- 
mensely enlarged and flaming, it sud- 
denly becomes for an instant a bril- 
Hantly green color, and immedintely a 
series of green rays snffuses the sky In 
many directions, well nigh to the ze- 
nith. The same phenomenon appears at 
sunrise, but to a smaller extent. Some- 
times, just as the last part of the sun's 
disk vanishes, Its color changes from 
green to blue, and so also after it has 
disappeared the sky near the horizon 
often is green, while toward the zenith 
it Is blue. 

This was alluded to in Egyptian 
writings. Day was the emblem of life 
and night that of death, and the noe- 
turnal sun, being identified with Osiris, 
thus rendered Osiris king of the dead. 
The setting sun was green; therefore 
Osiris, as the nocturnal delty of the 
dead, was painted green, The splendid 
coffins of the high priests of Ammon 
frequently depict the green sun, and 
the funeral deities are all colored 
green, 

There are innumerable {Instances in 
the Egyptian relies of representations 
relative to death being colored green. 
The practice undoubtedly arose from 
the green tints of sunrise and sunset. 
The green sun disk ts referred to 5,000 
years ago In Egypt. This is the earil- 


est known human record of an as- 
tronomical phenomenon.— Washington 
Star.

New England Tel. and Tel. 


In providing facilities to accommodate 
the rapid expansion of ts System the 
New England Telephone Company made 
a large increase in its underground plant 
in Woburn last year, it appears trom 
the recently issued report of the diree- 
tors. Three hundred and thirty five feet 
of conduit were built, containing 4,019 
feet of new duct. Altogether 4,689 feet 
of cable were drawn into the conduit 
system of the town, Some of this was 
an enlargement or replacement of exist- 
ing underground lines, and in the re- 
arrangement of the wires 623 feet of 
cable were removed. The new cable 
being larger than the old provides a lot 
of extra lines which are ready for im 
mediate use whenever they are needed, 

As the vumber Of subscribers to be 
served increases and the circuits to reach 
them must be multiplied, the New Eng- 
land company has adopted the policy 
of substituting cables for open wire 
wherever it is feasible. Some of the 
cable lines are hung on poles, but a very 
considerable amount of the new con- 
struction each year is put underground 
In fact, nearly two-thirds of the wire

system is now buried beneath streets 
and highways.

There are two processes, says the 
Carriage Monthly, in use In the tmita 
tion of ebony.

This, however, gives 
only a superficial coloring, and when 
the edges wear off the light colored 
wood shows. The other method ts to 
wash three or four times any dense 
wood with a boiling concoction of log 
wood, allowing it to dry between each 
application, Then wash with a solu 
tion of acetate of fron, which is made 
by dissolving fron filings In vinegar. 
This stain is very black and penetrates 
into the wood so that ordinary wear 
and chipping will not show the original 
color.

THE LIGHTNING ROD. 


Franklin's Theory Was \(nown Away 
Back In Talmudic Times.

sage in the Tosefta (third century) 
where it says that ‘on Sabbath It ts 
permitted to place an tron near the 


hennery to safeguard the fowls from 
thunder and lHehtning strikes.’ The 
Talmud vouches that ‘there is nothing 
superstitious about this belief.’ (Tosef, 
Shabb, chapter 6, end.) 

“The system of telegraphy, in a 
crude manner, is curiously described by 
Judah ob. Jacob Chayat in his) com- 
mentary to ‘The System of Theology’ 
chapter, “The Gate of the Chariot’

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THE LEGISLATURE. 


It is reported that the Legislature of 
this Commonwealth are on the eve of 
final adjournment, if, indeed, the two 
bodies have not already vacated their 


seats beneath the Gilded Dome on 
Beacon Hill. The session has lasted 5 
months, and better, which the tax- 


payers of the State think is much too 
long a period necessary in which to 
transact the public business. 

And so itis. Maine has a legisla. 
ture once in two years, and the average 
length of a session is 90 days. If the 
Massachusetts Senate and House would 
turn a cold shoulder to petitions for 
special legislation, and give their atten- 
tion to legitimate work, the sessions 
would be cut down to less than half 
their usual length, and better laws 
would be enacted. 

The demand for personal, or special, 
legislation is growing apace in this 
State. There has been more of it this 
year than ever before, and more time 
wasted on purely personal matters than 
was justifiable from a business point of 
view. It has come to pass that every 
session of the Legislature is besieged 
by people who want something, and 
their applications are received, taken 
up, seriously considered, wrangled 
over, and disposed of, or ‘*referred to 
the next Legislature.” Many measures 
of purely special character have thus 
been treated by the present General 
Court. ‘Take, for instance, the Shoe 
Machinery bill—a private grab game 
to determine which party should secure 
Legislative authority to rob the public 
Time, eloquence, and, some say, 
money, were squandered on it. Others 
equally destitute of merit absorbed the 
time of the members. 

That the members have been dilli- 
gent in the prosecution of their tasks, 
and that a majority of them are honest, 
admits of no question; but it is the 
character of the Legislation that they 
have been pounding away on for the 
lust five months that gives rise to well 
merited criticism.

One of the aged members of the

THE POSTAGE STAMP. 


Order In Which It Was Adopted by 
Different Countries. 

The first postage stump seems to 
have been used in Paris in 1653, but 
the service in which the stamp was 
used was only local and soon failed. 
On May 6, 1840, the first regular post- 
age stamps were issued in England. 
Various local forwarders of letters and 
postmasters in this country issued 
stamps as early as 1841. The first to 
do so was A. M. Grieg’s City Dispatch 
Post, which was sold to the govern- 
ment in August, 1842. Blood & Co. of 
Philadelphia sold stamps fn 1841, and 
the postmasters of Baltimore, New 
Haven and New York of 1545 also sold 
stamps. 

In 1847 the government took up the 
business, but Brazil in 1843 was ahead 
of the United States In taking up the 
stamp end of the postal business. The 
ther principal countries followed in 
this order: France, Belgium and Ba- 
varia in 1849; Ilanover, British Gui- 
ana, Prussia, Spain and Switzerland in 
1850; Italy, Denmark, Baden, Wurttem- 
berg, Saxony and the provinces of 
Canada in 1851; Chile and the princes of 
Turin and Taxis «who had the postal 
monopoly In Germany) In 1852; Portu- 
gal in 1858; India and Norway in 1854; 
Uruguay and Mexico in 1856; Russia 
and Newfoundland in 1857; Sweden in 
ISSS8; the Australian coionies early in 
the fifties; Greece in 1861; Turkey in 
1863; Ecuador in 1865; Egypt in 1868; 
Bolivia in 1867; Paraguay in 1870. 
rhe international postal union was 
formed in October, IS7T4, and went into 
operation on July 1, 1875.

What It Means When the Operator An- 
nounces “Line Busy.” 

It is ensier for an operator to estab 
Hsh a connection than reply, “Line 
busy.” Recollection of this simple fact 
may perhaps smooth out the asperities 
of a state of mind evoked by a hasty 
conclusion that the operator simply is 
shirking. Tollow a call Into the main 
exchange, tor example. You ask for 
a certain number, The operator im- 
mediately informs you the line is busy, 
How does she know? Simply by a lit- 


the admonitory click In the receiver 
when she tries to “plug in” on the 
line asked for. She cannot tell you 


who is talking on the line, how long it 
has been in use or how long it is likely 
to be “busy.” All the Information she 
possesses is a click, but it Is sufficient 
to ndvise her that some one of the 150 
other operators in the exchange had a 


prior call from or to that number. 
Had the line been clear the effort to 
complete the connection would have 


been no greater than that required to 
get the click; hence the task of inform. 
ing 2 caller that the line is busy is just 
s0 much extra labor—in fact, it in 
volves a double burden, as the sub- 
scriber will usually repent the call un- 
til he is able to transact his business. 
Obviously, therefore, the desire of the 
operator is to establish the connection 
when it is first called for, She has no 
motive in doing otherwise.—Telephone 
Talk.

Last Monday Governor. Guild, fol- 
lowing the example of three of his pre- 
decessors, and in conformity with the 
decision of the Supreme Court de- 
Iivered last year, refused to affix his 
signature to the War Veterans Bounty 
Bill, and the measure was lost. The 
principal reason for the veto, given in 
along and carefully considered com- 
munication to the Legislature, was the 
uncoustitutionality of the bill. 

In addition to this, the Governor 
called attention to the fact that even 
now Massachusetts’s second biggest 
anoual expenditure is for the care of 
Veterans of the Civil War, the amount 
being in excess of $1,100,900. 

‘Io addition to this generous sum,” 
aays the governor, ‘the auditor of the 
Jommonwealth informs me that over 
$60,000,000 has deen paid by the tax: 
payers on account of the Veterans of 
the Civil War. 

“This heavy burden, cheerfully 
borne by the taxpayers of the State, is 
more than all the amounts so contri 
buted by all the other States. This 
one Commonwealth bas done more for 
the Veteran than all other Common 
wealths combined in actual cash con 
tributions to his comfort.”

who asked permission to use his hymo 
in the works they were compiling. 

The fame of Rev. Dr. March’s 
‘*Hark! the voice’ seems to be as 
firmly established and as popular as 
Rev. Dr. Smith's ‘*America’”—both 
authors Massachusetts clergymen. 


BUNKER HILL DAY. 


Last Monday, June 17, the 132d 
auniversary of the Buttle of Bunker 
Hill was a semiboliday in this city as 
has generally been the case since the 
completion and dedication of the Monu- 
ment at Charlestown in 1843, at which 
Daniel Webster made his memorable 
oration.

breeze, which gave the city a bright | 
and patriotic appearance. 

Generally speaking, business houses 
were closed, more especially in the 
efternoon and evening, notwithstand- 
ing which many people, chiefly from 
out of town, thronged the streets dur- 
ing the day. ‘There were grove pic- 
ics, dances, aud the street cars were 
crowded with excursionista to lakes, 
groves, and country amusement places.

There Is, however, a general feeling, 
outside of busipess men and merchants 
in Boston, that the merger proposed 
would probably work eventiajly to the 
advantage of Boston, rather than to tts 
disadvantage. 

Under the lead of Governor Gulld,

home lessons tn arihinetie was un 


arthed in Baypt. The papyrus, which 
was found in excellent Condition, dates 
from the period about 1700 1. Uthat 
f. about 100 years before the time of 
Mieees, or almost 3,600 years ago It 
proves that the Dayptians had a thor 
ough knowledge of clementary mathe 
matics almost to the extent of our 
own, The papyrus has a long heading, 
“Direction how to attain the knowl 
edge of all dark things,” ete. Numer- 
ous examples show that their principal 
operations with entire units and frac- 
tlons were made by means of addition 
and multipiiegtion, Subtractions and 
divisions were not known In thelr 
present form, but correct results were 
obtained nevertheless, 

Hquations are also found in the 
papyrus, Among the examples given 
is this one; Ten measures of barley are 
to be divided among ten persons in 
such @ manner that each subsequent 
person receives one-eighth of a mens- 
ure less than the one before him, An- 
other example given is; There are sev 
en men; pach one has seven cats, each 
eat has paten seven mice, each mouse 
has eaten sevey graing pf barley. Bach 
grain of barley would, if cultivated.

way? The papyrus also contains cal

The telephone is frequently used in a 
great hurry, and sometimes a person 
whose mind for the moment is distracted 
neglects to ring off when be is through 
talking. The result is that “Central” 
does not get a signal to disconnect the 
call, and it may be a minute or more 
before she finds out that the circuit is 
no longer engaged—which, failing to get 
any signal, she can do only by connect- 
ing herself with the line so sbe can hear 
whether or not anybody is talking. 
Meanwhile, if anybody else calla either 
of the lines that were used in the con- 
versation tbey will, naturally, be told 
that it is busy. Such a state of affairs 
is undoubtedly the cause of quite a per- 
centage of the “busy reports” in some 
exchanges. 

A commoner cause of “busy reports” 
thap most people realize is the large 
number of subscribers who take party- 
line service, especially at their resi- 
dences. The particular person you want 
to reich may not be using bis telephone 


“THE LINE IS BUSY,” 


One of the mysteries of Central’ to 
most telephone users is how the opera- 
tor can tell so quickly when “the line is 
busy.” There are still a few people, 
perhaps, who believe that she does not 
know, but simply reports a number as 
busy to save herself trouble. But any- 
body who uses the telephone very much 
is perfectly well aware that the circuit 
is not reported as being in use unless it 
really is in use. It is “good business" 
for the telephone company to establish 
conversation whenever it is in any way 
possible to do so; and nobody questions 
but that the telephone company is get- 
ting all the business it can. 

When you call up “Central” she con- 
nects herself with your line by means 
of a “chord” on the end of which is a 
brass plug that fits closely into the 
“jack” or awitch socket in which your 
line terminates in the switchboard,

Some of these people had been thieves 
and drunkards and worse, but were

The 
one great question, therefore, for the 
believer is: low can my life tell mést 
powerfully for Christ—how can the 
life of Jesus be made manifest in me? 
(Il Cor. iv, 11) The section of the 
epistle selected for our lesson {ts a 
summary of this important matter, be 
ginning with the statement that while 
{t may be perfectly Inwful for me to 
do many things It may not be expedt- 
ent for me to do them, Inasmuch as lib 
erty on my part might not help others. 

The lessen closes with the saying 
j that as believers we are not to seek 
| our own profit, but the profit of others, 
that they may be saved, or, as it is set 
forth In the closing words of the pre- 
vious chapter, we are so to keep un: 
der, brujse, beat black and blue our 
body of sin, the self, the old man In 
us, for the gospel’s sake, that we may 
by all means save some (ix 19-27). If 
we do otherwise we may find our Ives 
disapproved at the judgment seat of 
Christ and see our works cast away, 
burned up and we ourselves saved as 
by fire (chapter ill, 18-15; II Cor, y, 
9, 10). 

The opening verses of our lesson
